THE  MAKING  OF  A  TULIP  BORDER. 

(AS  WRITTEN  FOR  US  BY  A  CUSTOMER). 


It  all  started  last  spring  when  “the  Boss”  saw  a  lot  of  advertisements  of 
Tulip  bulbs  in  a  popular  magazine.  She  must  have  read  them  all  and  was 
particularly  impressed  with  the  insistent  urging  in  many  of  them,  to  “order  at 

once  to  secure  the  best”.  Catalogs  began  to  arrive 
t  telling  the  same  story,  so  we  finally  decided  to 
"order  at  once”  and  the  order  was  mailed  in  June. 

We  had  been  told  through  the  catalogs 
and  advertisements  that  this  order  would  be 
dispatched  to  Holland  at  once.  That  it  would 
be  filled  with  the  finest  of  bulbs  which  would 
be  handled  but  once  after  curing  and  grading. 
The  bulbs  would  be  packed  in  specially  con¬ 
structed  bags  provided  with  ventilating  holes. 
Buckwheat  chaff  would  be  used  to  prevent  the 
bulbs  from  rubbing  against  each  other.  It  sounded 
almost  too  good  to  believe  it  all. 

With  the  arrival  of  the  fall  we  began  to 
look  forward  to  the  arrival  of  the  bulbs.  They 
came  during  the  second  week  of  October,  having 
been  forwarded  from  the  dock  of  the  Holland 
liner  that  brought  them.  The  crate,  strongly

as  orderly  as  a  Dutch  Kitchen.

the  worse  for  its  3,500  mile  journey.  It 
looked  so  spick  and  span  that  I  thought 
I  would  like  to  have  a  picture  of  it. 

And  that  started  this  story. 

I  don’t  know  which  was  the  better 
fun  —  to  take  progressive  pictures  of 
the  unpacking  or  the  job  of  planting. 

At  any  rate  after  I  finally  succeeded  in 
prying  off  the  lid  I  could  not  help  but 
admire  the  neat  and  orderly  fashion  in 
which  the  contents  had  been  packed.  To 
prevent  shifting  of  the  individual  paper 
bags,  excelsior  had  been  neatly  wedged 
between  them. 

And  when  I  began  to  handle  the  individual  bags  I  certainly  felt  the  keenest 
admiration  for  the  system  responsible  for  these  neat  parcels.  Each  was  filled  with 
almost  uncanny  precision  in  such  fashion  that  the  bulbs  could  not  shift  or  rub. 
Each  was  securely  tied  with  string  too  strong  to  break.  The  variety  name  was 
neatly  printed  on  special  labels  pasted  on  the  packages  and  also  a  label  inside 
the  bag  in  case  the  outside  one  got  damaged.  While  I  unpacked  and  played 
with  the  camera,  friend  wife  could  hardly  restrain  herself  from  getting  inside  of 
these  bags.

Preliminary  checking  having 
proved  that  everything  ordered  was 
here,  the  first  package  —  bulbs  of 
that  fine  yellow  Cottage  Tulip  Avis 
Kennicott  —  was  opened  and, 
oh,  what  fine,  big,  shiny,  brown 
beauties  they  were.  (See  picture, 
top  of  page  3).  Again  the  camera 
was  brought  into  action.  Those 
buckwheat  hulls  which  constitute 
the  chaff  in  which  the  bulbs  were 
packed,  looked  as  wholesome  and  clean  as  the  country  from  which  they  came. 
The  bulbs  looked  like  manicured,  which  they  no  doubt  were.  Back  into  the  bag 
they  went  and  by  the  way,  all  bags,  big,  medium  sized  and  small,  had  holes 
punched  into  them  (See  picture,  bottom  of  page  3)  so  as  to  give  the  air  a 
chance  to  get  at  the  bulbs.  This,  we  are  told,  in  conjunction  with  the  open  crate, 
prevents  the  bulbs  from  heating. 

On  the  garden  barrow  the  lot  was  loaded  and  wheeled  to  what  we  hope 
will  be  the  finest  tulip  border  next  May.  We  plant  the  bulbs  in  clumps  rather 

than  rows.  In  an  informal  border  the  effect  is  nicer.  Each  hole  is  dug  six  inches 

deep,  about  18  inches  across.  Some  bonemeal  is  scattered  in  the  bottom  and  the 
bulbs  are  then  disposed  in  circular  fashion,  about  5  inches  apart. 

After  the  bulbs  are  placed 

properly,  we  generally  scatter 

the  buckwheat  chaff  over  them. 
It  decays  and  becomes  humus 
which  in  turn  adds  plant  food. 
The  hole  is  then  gradually 
refilled  until  the  ground  is  again 
level.  And  in  each  space  so 
planted  we  place  a  twelve  inch 
wooden  record  label  showing 
the  number  under  which  the 
variety  is  entered  in  our  garden 
record.  For  a  pity  it  would  be 
not  to  be  able  to  call  these 
lovely  children  of  the  floral 
kingdom  by  their  proper  names 
when  they  pay  us  a  visit  next 
spring. 
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THE  MEANING  OF  ..QUALITY  IN  BULBS". 


THE  majority  of  so-called  ..Dutch  Bulbs”  are  the  product  of  a  very  limited 
area  of  Holland.  The  soil  in  this  particular  section  is  almost  uniform,  the 
climate  is  about  the  same  and  the  cultivation  given  to  all  bulbous  plants  varies 
but  little.  What,  then,  is  responsible  for  varying  qualities  in  bulbs,  of  even  one 
and  the  same  variety? 

For  the  correct  answer  to  this  we  must  go  back  many  generations  among 
the  bulbs  and,  perhaps,  study  the  methods  of  several  generations  of  bulb  growers. 
As  in  the  human  race,  there  develop,  among  the  Tulips,  for  instance,  individuals 
with  outstanding  characteristics,  such  as  extra  vigor,  extra  vitality  and  extra 
enduring  qualities.  Vigor  to  perpetuate  the  race,  vitality  to  help  the  race  endure 
adverse  conditions  and  the  ability  to  hand  on  to  succeeding  generations  the  first 
two  factors  —  that  constitutes  the  real  inherent  quality  in  a  living  thing,  be  it 
seed,  bulb  or  man. 

Where  several  succeeding  generations  or  bulb  growers  appreciate  the  funda¬ 
mental  importance  of  these  factors;  when  year  after  year,  one  generation  after 
another  is  alertly  watching  these  evolutionary  tendencies  in  flowers,  then  do  we 
ultimately  develop  a  super  quality  bulb  product.  Zandbergen  Bulbs  may  safely 
be  placed  in  that  class.  They  will  always  be  the  finest  the  season  affords,  on  the 
basis  of  the  efforts  of  generations  of  men,  with  generations  of  bulbs. 


COME  TO  SEE  OUR  EXHIBITION  GARDENS. 

OUR  testing  grounds  at  Oyster  Bay  are  coming  to  be  looked  upon  more  and 
more  as  the  Mecca  to  which  flower  lovers  make  the  pilgrimage  in  the 
early  Spring,  principally  during  the  month  of  May.  Beginning  in  April,  the  gentle 
slopes  that  form  the  background  of  the  show  gardens,  are  covered  with  ribbons 
and  patches  of  airily  charming  Daffodils.  These  are  followed  by  seme  of  the 
mid-season  Tulips,  the  Hybrids  and  Triumph  varieties,  while  still  later  the  Cottage, 
Darwin  and  stately  Breeders  prolong  the  season  for  the  best  part  of  two  weeks.

In  such  a 
case  we  will  send  the  customer  stock  of  the  variety  ordered  in  the  grade  of 
stock  sent  out  in  the  first  instance.  He  may  keep  the  bulbs  first  received. 

Promptly  upon  receipt  of  the  bulbs,  the  package  and  each  individual  bag 
within  it  should  be  opened  so  as  to  give  the  air  access  to  the  bulbs.  A  disregard 
of  this  may  impair  their  blooming  power.

We  are  tempted  pronounce  Tulips  the  most  spectacular  of  all  flowers  for 
a  great  variety  of  reasons.  In  the  first  place  they  bring  us  a  blaze  of  colors  when 
the  heart  is  just  about  starved  through  the  drab  and  dreary  winter  months. 

Their  range  of  colors  is  perfectly  amazing,  from  clear  white  to  deepest  purple 
and  maroon,  including  many  superb  vari-colored  sorts,  such  as  Louis  XIV  among 
the  Breeders  and  John  Ruskin  among  the  Cottage  Tulips.  By  a  judicious  selection 
of  early,  midseason  and  late  varieties.  Tulips  may  be  enjoyed  for  the  best  part 
of  six  weeks  outdoors,  with  an  additional  two  months  added  when  the  gardener 
goes  in  for  “forcing”  suitable  sorts  indoors. 

Culture.  Tulips  should  never  be  grown  in  soil,  in  which  they  have  been 
grown  a  few  times  before.  Growing  them  always  in  the  same  soil  will  prove  at 
last  a  failure. 

Do  not  use  fresh  stable  manure  at  any  time,  as  it  is  injurious  to  the  roots. 
Well-rotied  manure  will  prove  beneficial.  Bone-meal  also  can  be  used,  about  two 
handfuls  to  the  square  yard.  This  must  be  thrown  on  top  of  the  soil  before  planting. 

When  buying  bulbs  for  your  garden  order  always  a  few  more  than  you  need, 
as  sometimes  the  flower-beds  are  spoiled  by  dogs,  mice,  etc.  Plant  the  surplus 
bullbs  in  small  pots  in  a  corner  of  your  garden  so  that  they  can  be  replanted 
when  something  of  that  kind  happens  to  your  flower-beds.  Old  pots  are  prefei  able 
to  new  ones. 

Nearly  all  tulips  should  be  planted  about  5  —  6  inches  deep,  and  5  — 6  inches 
apart  according  to  the  size  of  the  bulb.  For  pots,  six  or  seven  in  a  7-inch  pot  or 
pan  can  be  used.  For  best  results,  do  not  cover  them  until  after  the  soil  has 
become  frozen,  to  keep  out  mice,  etc.  Do  not  cover  them  too  heavily. 

An  asterisk  *  preceding  the  name  indicates  that  it  may  be  successfully  "forced”. 

THE  GROWING  OF  BULBS  INDOORS. 

The  Soil  should  be  good,  clean  garden  soil  in  which  no  bulbs  of  the  kind 
you  wish  to  raise,  have  been  grown  before.  If  the  gardener  has  to  prepare  it  he 
should  use  a  composite  of  2/a  soil  and  V3  leaf  mould,  with  which  should  be 
mixed  about  a  pound  of  bonemeal  to  every  bushel  of  mixture. 

The  pots  should  preferably  be  of  the  semi-flat  azalea  or  pan  type,  these 
being  somewhat  shallower  than  the  regulation  type  of  flower  pot,  and  consequently 
a  little  cheaper.  But  any  kind  or  size  of  pots  may  be  used  if  you  have  them  on 
hand.  Broken  pieces  of  flower  pots  or  crockery  should  be  placed  in  the  bottom 
to  insure  good  drainage. 
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INDOOR.  CULTURE  OF  BULBS,  Continued 

The  Bulbs  should  be  especially  selected  and  be  of  varieties  that  lend  themselves 
to  “forcing  ”.  No  expert  on  earth  can  force  a  variety  not  adapted  to  producing 
flowers  out  of  season.  Size  of  the  bulbs  counts,  but  it  is  much  more  important 
that  they  be  firm  and  in  healthy,  plump  appearance  otherwise. 

Spacing.  After  placing  about  \\  inches  of  soil  on  top  of  drainage  material, 

the  bulbs  should  be  set  between  3/4  and  1  inch  apart  each  way,  the  former 

distance  for  the  early,  the  latter  for  the  later  Darwin,  Cottage  and  Breeder  tulips. 
The  top  of  the  bulbs  may  come  within  1  inch  of  the  rim  of  the  pot.  A  6  inch 
diameter  pot  will  hold  about  6,  and  8  inch  pot  about  8  small  sized  tulips;  fewer 
of  the  later  varieties  having  larger  bulbs. 

After  Planting  the  pans  or  pots  should  be  placed  in  a  cold  frame  or  plunged 
into  the  garden,  in  a  spot  readily  accessible  to  the  gardener.  They  should  be 
placed  so  that  at  least  three  inches  of  soil  cover  the  rim  of  the  pot.  After  frost 
hardens  surface  of  the  soil,  slightly  the  spot  should  be  mulched  and  more  cove¬ 
ring  added,  as  the  temperature  goes  down,  to  prevent  the  spot  from  freezing. 

Bringing  to  Daylight.  Most  tulip  pans  trenched  outdoors,  are  ready  to  be 

brought  in  after  eight  to  ten  weeks.  Before  bringing  them  to  heat  or  light  however, 
take  the  precaution  of  investigating  how  much  root-grouth  the  bulbs  have  made. 
Place  your  left  hand  over  the  pot.  Turn  it  up-side-down  with  your  right,  and 
with  the  pot  between  your  hands,  tap  the  rim  gently  against  a  frame  or  ledge. 
If  the  earth  ball  shows  a  nice  network  of  roots,  the  pot  may  be  brought  to 
light,  and  livingroom  atmosphere.  If  it  does  not,  leave  it  in  a  dark  corner  of  a 
cool  cellar  or  frame.  A  lack  of  observation  on  this  score  and  of  this  rule  is 
responsible  for  the  majority  of  failures  with  flowers  from  bulbs  indoors. 

Linder  the  various  headings  of  Daffodils,  Hyacinths,  etc,  we  give  more 
detailed  directions  of  how  to  go  about  growing  these  successfully. 

The  figure  following  the  name  indicates  the  relative  time  of  flowering. 

About  Color  Schemes.  We  are  frequently  asked  about  how  to  work  out 
color  schemes  in  Tulips.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  a  cut  and  dried  proposition 
because  no  individual  has  the  same  taste  when  it  comes  to  colors.  And  yet  the 
matter  of  color  harmony  is  the  very  foundation  of  a  pleasing  garden. 

On  general  principles,  violet  and  rose  go  well  together.  Clara  Butt  is  best 
with  a  light  blue.  Lucifer  and  Panorama  among  the  Breeders  go  well  with  laven¬ 
ders  and  light  blue.  On  the  other  hand,  the  lavender  as  well  as  yellow  tulips  go 
best  with  dark  and  buff  Breeders.  We  shall  be  only  too  glad  to  help  our  customers 
work  out  color  schemes  if  they  will  let  us  know  how  much  money  they  are  prepared 
to  invest  and  how  large  a  border  or  bed  is  available. 
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DARWIN  TULIPS 

Raised  from  seeds  of  the  best 
Bybloemea  by  an  unknown  amateur 
in  the  North  of  France,  they  drew 
the  attention  of  a  prominent  bulb- 
grower  of  Haarlem,  who  bought 
the  collection  about  30  years  ago. 

Because  of  the  unusual  clearness 
of  colors,  the  thick  substance  of 
thepetalsand  their  vigorous  growth, 
he  immediately  realized,  that  he 
had  to  do  with  a  superior  strain 
of  Late  Tulips,  and  called  them 
after  the  great  naturalist  DarwiD. 

This  collection  is  the  origin  of 
hundreds  of  acres  in  cultivation  at 
present  in  Holland. 

The  chief  characteristics  of  the 
Darwins  are  the  perfect  cup-shape 
of  the  flowers,  fleshy  substantial 
petals,  tall  stems  and  bright  colors, 
ranging  through  all  the  shades  of 
pink  and  red  to  purple.  There  are 
certain  slaty  blues  and  blue-violets  which  might  almost  be  called  a  blue,  while 
the  black  Tulip  is  nearly  realized  in  some  of  the  dark  maroon  varieties.  There 
are  whites,  but  as  yet  no  yellows,  although  in  Mr.  Dames,  among  the  Cottage 
Tulips  we  have  a  variety  which,  in  form,  surpasses  many  older  Darwins, 
although  the  stems  are  short. 

Most  Darwins  can  be  forced  easily  by  the  first  of  March,  many  of  them 
even  much  earlier,  and  should  be  potted  as  soon  as  received.

For  this  purpose  we  recommend  deep  pots  or  pans,  such  are  commonly 
called  Azalea  pans.  The  Bulbs  must  be  set  farther  apart  than  is  the  case  with 
the  early  Tulips,  and  plenty  of  room  on  the  benches  must  be  given  when  vigorous 
growth  begins.  They  should  be  grown  lowly  under  a  moderate  temperature.  Too 
high  a  temperature  should  constantly  be  avoided,  or  poor  flowers  result. 

Nearly  all  varieties,  especially  the  mauve-colored  sorts,  lose  their  true  color, 
which  becomes  more  or  less  paler  when  forced. 
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A  creditable  showing  of  Darwin  Tulips  in  a  typical  suburban  garden.

DARWIN  TULIP  CULTURE,  Concluded 

For  outdoors  they  should  be  planted  not  less  than  6  inches  apart  and  5  to 
6  inches  deep.  Do  not  plant  before  middle  of  October,  nor  cover  them  up  before 
the  ground  is  well-frozen  in,  to  keep  the  mice  out. 

After  testing,  year  aher  year,  more  than  six  hundred  varieties  on  our  trial 
garden  at  Oyster  Bay,  we  have  listed  only  such  varieties  as  are  the  best.  We 
dare  say  that  our  list  will  prove  a  good  guide  through  this  labyrinth  of  varieties. 

Giving  the  right  varieties  “the  right  of  way’’  over  others  with  less  pronounced 
characteristics  constitutes  perhaps,  the  most  noteworthy  features  of  this  catalogue. 
We  have  felt  for  sometime  that  an  alphabetical  arrangement  of  varieties  is  merely 
a  survival  of  a  conventional  form  of  presentation.  All  varieties  we  offer  in  all 
classes,  have  certain  merits  or  we  would  not  offer  them.  Bat  some  have  greater 
merits  than  others ,  often  regardless  of  price ,  and  these  varieties  we  feature  at 
the  head  of  their  respective  classes.

HOW  MANY  BULBS  TO  ORDER  FOR  BEDS  OF  A  SPECIFIC  SIZE. 

You  will  find  below  a  table  giving  the  number  of  bulbs  needed  to  plant  a 
circular  bed  of  dimensions  as  stated  Plant  outside  rows  first.  Those  planted 
6  inches  apart  should  be  placed  3  inches  from  edge  of  bed;  those  12  inches  apart 
should  be  placed  6  inches  from  the  edge.  It  is  advisable  to  plant  the  outer  rows 
more  closely  than  those  toward  the  center.  For  a  square  bed  about  the  same 
number  of  bulbs  are  required.  To  arrive  at  the  number  of  bulbs  required  for  an 
oval  bed,  add  the  length  and  breadth  and  divide  by  two.  A  bed  6  feet  wide  by 
8  feet  long  will  require  the  same  number  of  bulbs  as  a  round  bed  7  feet  in 
diameter.  (6  plus  8  is  14;  divided  by  2  leaves  7)

About  which  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  says  I 

“See  the  proud  Tulip’s  flaunting  cup, 
That  flames  in  glory  for  an  hour”. 

(But  the  Cottage  Tulips  really  last  two  weeks- 
with  apologies  to  the  poet.) 

We  venture  to  say  that  this  type  is  of  great  antiquity,  having  probably 
originated  in  Persia  where  some  species  resembling  them  in  shape  are  found 
growing  wild  today-Tulipa  Clusiana  among  th«  m.

Rock  gardens  are  here  to  stay!  Originally  the  fad  of  a  few,  they  are  now 
the  hobby  fcr  all  garden  enthusiasts  looking  for  new  experiences  —  and  excite¬ 
ments,  may  we  add.  For  in  all  the  rea!m  of  gardening  nothing  holds  or  may 
hold  the  element  of  hidden  surprises  in  a  greater  degree  than  the  Rockery.

And  yet  what  more  ideal  conditions  can 
one  imagine  than  the  cosy  nooks  created  by  the  rocks  and  plants,  sheltering,  for 
instance,  Snowdrops,  Grape  Hyacinths,  Blue  Bells,  etc.  etc.  Here  these  dainty 
children  of  real  early  Spring  thrive  contentedly  and  frequently,  as  in  the  case 
of  Snowdrops,  blossom  forth  while  elsewhere  snow  still  abounds. 

Here  are  favorites  that  quickly  make  themselves  at  home  in  the  rock  garden 
and  do  a  great  deal  toward  making  it  more  fascinating  than  ever;

Just  as  the  Daffodils  pass  out  of  the  garden  picture,  these  early  Tulips  enter, 
to  help  prolong  spring  joys.  This  group  holds,  pei  haps,  some  of  the  ga^rst  colored 
of  all  Tulips  —  note  Keizerskroon  as  illustrated  on  page  53,  of  which  more  are 
planted  every  year  than  of  any  other  variety.

But  we 
would  like  to  help  wherever  we  can  and  so  we  will  make  this  proposition:  Set 
aside  any  given  amount  that  you  would  like  to  invest  in  Tulips;  tell  us  your 
preferences  as  to  colors  or  types  and  we  will  make  the  selection  for  you  in 
such  units  as  you  specify.  In  other  words,  you  may  want  5  of  a  kind  of  20 
varieties,  or  10  of  a  kind  of  10  varieties,  but  we  much  prefer  to  work  in  units 
of  12,  that  being  the  manner  in  which  our  helpers  in  Holland  are  accustomed  to 
put  up  bulbs.  Of  one  thing  we  want  to  assure  you.  We  will  give  you  the  biggest 
value  your  money  can  buy  anywhere,  in  such  bulbs  as  will  be  a  credit  to  all 
concerned.  Needless  to  say  that  all  bulbs  will  be  properly  labeled  in  such  fashion 
as  is  shown  in  the  introductory  chapter  of  this  catalog. 
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NARCISSI  or  DAFFODILS 

The  term  Narcissi  and  Daffodil  is  interchangeable  although  there  exists  a 
tendency  to  apply  the  term  Narcissi  to  the  small  flowering  groups  like  Poeticus, 
Leedsii,  Barrii^and  Incomparabilis ;  while  the  larger  flowered  Trumpet  varieties  are 
most  frequently  referred  to  as  Daffodils. 

The  name  “Narcissi1'  is  derived  from  the  story  of  the  youth,  Narcissus,  in 
Greek  mythology,  and  in  the  language  of  flowers  the  narcissus  is  the  symbol  of 
self-love  and  egotism.  This  youth  lay  down  to  drink  from  a  stream  and  when  he 
saw  his  own  image  reflected  in  the  placid  water  he  fell  so  madly  in  love  with  it  that 
he  pined  away  and  died.  Even  after  his  death,  while  passing  over  the  River  Styx, 
he  leaned  over  to  get  a  look  , at  himself  in  the  water  beneath.  The  nymphs  implored 
the  dryads  to  raise  a  funeral  pile  for  the  purpose  of  burning  his  body,  but  the 
body  was  nowhere  to  be  found.  In  its  place  rose  a  pale  and  melancholy  flower 
which  even  now  likes  to  see  its  image  in  the  water,  just  as  Narcissus  did  in  the 
placid  stream.  Sophocles  tells  us  that  the  goddesses  on  Olympus  were  crowned 
with  narcissi  which  bloomed  constantly  by  being  kept  moist  with  the  dews  which 
fell  from  heaven. 

Theophrastus  Eresius,  who  lived  between  370  and  285  B.  C.,  described  the 
narcissus  as  the  flower  with  the  bare  stem  and  the  foliage  of  the  Asphodelos. 
Linnaeus  described  seventeen  species,  and  Haworth,  who  lived  in  the  nineteenth 
century,  classified  one  hundred  and  fifty  varieties.  Narcissus  pseudonarcissus  and 
related  species  grow  naturally  in  Central  Europe,  in  the  Mediterranean  region, 
and  through  Asia  to  China  and  Japan.  Probably  twenty-five  or  thirty  species 
represent  the  original  stock. 

The  Exclusion  Act  forbidding  the  importation  of  Daffodils  no  longer  proves 
a  handicap,  America  is  now  producing  Daffodil  Bulbs  by  the  millions.  The  soil 
in  our  bulb  nursery  near  Babylon,  Long  Island,  is  ideally  adapted  to  grow  an 
ideal  bulb  product. 

We  are  not  able  as  yet  to  produce  Daffodil  bulbs  as  reasonably  as  they  can 
be  grown  in  Holland.  Yet  we  are  taking  rapid  strides  in  the  systematizing  of  our 
labor  and  costs.  We  surely  have  a  soil  ideal  for  the  production  of  the  finest 
Narcissi  bulbs  we  have  ever  seen.  These  American  bulbs  bloom  somewhat  earlier 
than  the  bulbs  we  used  to  ship  from  our  Nurseries  in  Holland,  the  flowers  are  unde¬ 
niably  just  as  large,  and  perhaps  they  have  the  advantage  of  lasting  a  trifle  longer.

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CULTURE  AND  ADAPTATION  OF  NARCISSI  OUTDOORS 

Soil  and  its  Treatment.  Narcissi  will  thrive  in  any  ordinary  garden  soil, 
but  prefer  a  deep,  rather  moist,  sandy  loam.  When  the  soil  is  of  a  dry  and 
sandy  nature,  it  should  be  deeply  dug,  if  possible  at  least  a  season  before  planting 
the  bulbs,  composted  leaves  or  well-rotted  horse  manure  being  added  and  a 
vegetable  or  annual  crop  grown  on  the  ground.  Before  the  bulbs  are  planted  a 
sprinkling  of  lime  should  be  spread  on  the  surface  and  then  raked  in.  It  is  also 

beneficial  to  add  bone-meal  at  the  rate  of  1 V2  oz.  to  the  square  yard  while 

digging  the  soil.  Never  use  fresh  manure  of  any  kind  at  planting  time^it  burns 
the  roots !  On  very  poor  and  dry  sandy  soils  we  recommend  in  addition 
sulphate  or  potash  to  be  sprinkled  annually  in  the  autumn  over  the  surface  of 
the  ground,  after  planting,  at  the  rate  of  about  1  oz.  to  the  square  yard.  The 
potash  not  only  increases  the  depth  of  color  in  the  flowers,  but  also  helps  to 

hold  moisture  in  the  soil,  a  condition  so  essential  to  the  perfect  development  of 

the  Daffodil. 

Position  and  Grouping  for  Effect.  All  Narcissi  will  grow  equally  well  in  the 
open,  or  in  partial  shade.  In  the  flower-border,  to  obtain  the  best  effect,  they 
should  be  planted  in  large  groups  of  irregular  outline,  each  group  or  clump  to 
contain  one  variety  only;  avoid  straight  lines,  circles,  and  symmetrical  designs. 
Masses  of  Narcissi  should  always  appear  in  the  hardy  flower-border,  where 
irregular  and  effective  sweeps  can  be  planted  between  the  clumps  of  herbaceous 
plants,  which  in  their  turn  grow  up  and  hide  as  well  as  shelter  the  foliage 
while  it  is  going  to  rest. 

Naturalising  in  Grass,  etc.  All  Narcissi  may  be  planted  in  grass  with 
perfect  success.  To  produce  the  best  effect,  alternate  trumpet  kinds  with  small- 
cupped  sorts  and  let  colors  vary  from  the  whites  through  bicolors  to  the  all  yellow 
colors.  In  planting,  make  the  breaks  large  and  bold,  scattering  the  bulbs  over  the 
ground  broadcast  with  the  hand  and  planting  them  where  they  fall.  Avoid  symmet¬ 
rical  lines  or  formal  circles  as  far  as  possible,  as  these  are  not  found  in  nature.  In 
planting  under  trees,  avoid  places  where  the  drip  from  the  branches  is  greatest, 
also  where  the  main-roots  of  the  trees  come  close  to  the  surface. 

Cutting  for  Decorations.  To  obtain  the  very  choicest  flowers,  Daffodils 
should  be  cut  just  before  the  bud  is  bursting.  They  should  then  be  placed  in 
water  and  allowed  to  open  gradually  in  a  cool  place.  Handled  in  this  fashion  the 
blooms  are  larger,  finer  in  texture  and  purer  in  color  than  flowers  of  the  same 
variety  that  are  permitted  to  open  in  the  natural  course  of  events  in  the  garden. 
It  should  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  all  Daffodils  grown  indoors  in  pots  or  pans 
have  somewhat  shorter  stems  than  flowers  of  the  same  variety  grown  in  the  garden. 
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NARCISSUS  CULTURE,  Concluded 

CULTURE  IN  POTS  OR  BOXES 

TIME  OF  POTTING.  Pot  as  early  in  autumn  as  possible,  to  obtain  the 
finest  results  and  earliest  blooms. 

The  best  compost  to  pot  Narcissi  in  is  a  mixture  of  two-thirds  good  fibrous 
loam  and  one  third  old  decayed  leaf-soil,  adding  1£  lbs.  of  bone-meal  to  every 
bushel  of  soil,  which  mix  well  together  before  using.  In  all  cases  the  soil  used 
should  be  fresh  and  sweet;  never  pot  in  soil  that  is  wet  or  sticky. 

The  pots  should  be  carefully  washed  or  wiped  clean  before  using:  never  pot 
in  new  pots  for  exhibition  purpose.  Good  drainage  should  be  secured  by  placing 
three  or  more  pieces  of  broken  crocks  over  the  hole,  placing  the  crocks  with 
bevelled  sides  uppermost,  then  cover  crocks  with  a  little  rough  fibre  from  the 
loam.  When  boxes  are  used,  the  slit  at  bottom  of  box  should  be  covered  with 
crocks,  with  a  good  layer  of  rough  fibrous  loam  placed  at  bottom  of  box,  or  a 
layer  of  leaf-soil,  to  ensure  perfect  drainage.  In  potting,  the  larger  bulbs  need  not 
be  quite  covered  with  soil,  the  level  of  which  should  be  half  an  inch  below  the 
rim  of  the  pot,  so  as  to  allow  watering  when  in  growth.  The  small  bulbs  of  the 
miniature  species  should  be  covered  with  half  an  inch  of  soil. 

After  potting,  put  the  pots  or  boxes  outside  in  the  open,  on  a  firm  bottom 
such  as  a  bed  of  ashes  or  gravel-path,  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  worms.  The 
pots  should  be  plunged  bodily  into  peat-moss,  old  decayed  leaf-soil,  or  very  old 
ashes,  free  from  sulphur,  so  as  to  be  surrounded  with  the  covering  material  and 
with  their  tops  3  inches  below  the  surface.  This  will  secure  a  natural  and  moist 
condition  to  the  bulbs  and  encourage  root  action.  So  long  as  the  pots  remain 
buried  they  will  require  no  watering. 

The  pots  or  boxes  should  remain  plunged  for  a  period  of  about  ten  weeks, 
after  they  may  be  transferred  to  a  greenhouse  or  sitting-room  where  the  night 
temperature  does  not  exceed  65°  and  that  of  the  day  70°.  A  higher  temperature 
should  not  be  given,  if  well  developed  blooms  are  wished  for.  If  the  pots  are 
taken  into  a  sitting-room  they  should  be  kept  in  a  sunny  window  during  the  day 
and  at  all  times  should  be  protected  from  draughts  and  gas  heat.  Later  flowering 
varieties  should  be  brought  into  warmth  later  and  in  succession.  No  narcissi  will 
bear  hard  forcing  or  bottom  heat.  After  the  bulb  are  out  of  the  plunging  bed, 
give  the  plants  as  much  light  and  air  as  possible,  and  once  a  week  a  very  little 
weak  liquid  manure  water  until  they  come  into  bloom.

CULTURE  IN  POTS 

The  pots  of  all  Bulbs  should  be  well  drained,  the  soil  made  moderately  firm, 
and  a  little  sharp  sand  dusted  under  the  base  of  each  bulb  before  placing  it  in 
position;  then  add  more  soil  until  the  crown  or  top  of  the  bulb  just  appears 
above  the  surface. 

When  potted,  place  them  either  outdoors,  in  a  cellar  or  cold  frame.  After 
filling  in  the  space  between  the  pots,  give  them  a  good  watering ;  when  dry,  cover 
them  about  i  foot  with  sand  and  then  with  leaves,  to  keep  them  from  hard  freezing. 

Eight  weeks  should  be  allowed  from  time  of  potting  before  examining  the 
bulbs,  and  those  which  are  well-rooted  may  be  removed  and  placed  in  a  cold 
frame  or  greenhouse  as  near  the  glass  as  possible.  It  is  as  well  to  shade  them 
for  the  first  few  days,  until  the  foliage  becomes  green.  They  may  be  removed 
as  required  into  a  warm  situation  for  forcing.  Hyacinths  should  be  planted  one 
in  a  5-inch  pot,  or  three  in  a  7-  or  8-inch  pan. 

IN  BEDS  OR  BORDERS 

Hyacinths  should  be  planted  4  inches  deep  from  the  crown  of  the  bulb  to 
the  surface  of  the  soil  or  less,  according  to  size,  and  about  6  inches  apart  or 
more,  according  to  the  number  of  bulbs  available  for  a  given  space. 

The  soil  should  be  made  moderately  firm.  If  the  situation  is  somewhat 
damp,  a  little  sand  placed  beneath  the  base  of  each  bulb  will  prevent  decay. 
After  planting,  the  beds  must  be  mulched  over  with  litter,  as  a  protection  against 
severe  weather. 

All  varieties  listed  are  suitable  for  forcing. 

All  Hyacinth  offered  are  equally  good  for  indoor  culture  or  outside  planting. 
However,  for  outdoor  beds  or  borders  we  recommend  the  first-size  bulbs  since 
they  produce  flowers  less  top-heavy  than  those  from  Exhibition  bulbs,  hence 
stand  up  better  in  wet  seasons  and  poor  weather.

HARDY  LILIES 

Many  of  the  late  flowering  Lily  Bulbs  are  not  ready  before  October  and 
November.  Where  the  ground  is  liable  to  freeze,  we  advise  the  preparation  of 
the  Lily-beds  or  borders  early  in  Autumn  covering  them  with  four  to  six  inches 
of  leaves  or  other  litter,  to  prevent  the  ground  freezing  until  the  bulbs  arrive. 

It  is  impossible  to  fix  general  rules  for  the  cultivation  of  all  Lilies. 

See  that  they  have  a  well-drained  position,  and  without  exception,  they  prefer 
a  half  shady,  moist  position,  protected  against  the  hot  sun. 

Such  places  can  usually  be  found  around  the  shrub  borders  or  in  the  hardy 
plant  border. 

The  ground  must  be  thoroughly  spaded  to  a  depth  of  18  inches  before 
planting  Lilies  and  must  be  enriched  by  adding  equal  portions  of  leafmould,  peat 
and  rotten  manure. 

Plant  the  bulbs  6—8  inches  deep,  varieties  like  Speciosums  require  at  least  8 
inches,  putting  some  sand  under  and  around  the  bulbs  to  insure  proper  drainage 

Cover  the  beds  with  six  or  eight  inches  of  leaves  or  other  litter  which  must 
be  removed  in  late  Spring.
